There is no doubt that Mars is very 


like the earth. Its days and nights, its 
summers and winters differ only in 
their relative Jtangths from onrs. It has 
laud anc1 oceans, continents and islands, 
mountain ranges and inland seas. 
Its 


polar regions are covered with snow, 
and it has an atmosphere and clouds, 
warm sunshine and gentle rains. The 
spectroscope, that subtle analyst of the 
most distant stars, gives us reason to 
believe that the chemical elements fa- 
miliar to us hero exist on Mars. The 
planet, chemically and physically, is so 
like the earth that, as protoplasm , the 
only living material we know, came 
into existence on the earth, there is no 
great difficulty in supposing that it 
came into existence on Mars. If reason 
bo able to guide ua, wo know that pro- 
toplasm, at first amorphous and uniu- 
tegrated, has boen guided on this earth 
by natural foices into that marvelous 
series of forms and integrations wo call 
the animal and vegetable kingdoms.

KEFUBLICAMS PBOTJ5ST 


Several Senators who were delegates 


to tbe Republican National Convention, 
bat did not leave with Teller, protest 
against tbe single gold standard. They 
say it is in flagrant violation of the 
principles and traditions of the party 
and a direct repudiation of the pledges 
of the Minneapolis platform, which de- 
clared that the Republican party, from 
tradition and interest, was in favor of 
gold and silver as standard montiy of 
thia country. They protest against it 
farther from a deepseated and earnest 
conviction that the single gold stand- 
ard is largely responsible for the dis- 
tressing conditions which now afflict 
oar country, and because they believe 
that its continuance will render still 
harder to bear the great burden of debt 
which is crashing the life out of the 
energies and enterprise of the people. 


They farther protest against it be- 


cause they believe it was forced upon 
the Republican party by the powerf ul 
money and corporate interests of the 
nation at tha dictation of 
foreign 


holders of American securities and con- 
trary to the real wish of the rank and 
file of the party and against the true 
interests of the toiling and producing 
masses of their fellow citizens. 


They believe it means the ss»le of 


more bonds to keep up the gold re- 
serve, the continued increase of the 
national debt in time of peace and that 
it» logical effect .must ultimately and 
of necessity be the retirement of the 
greenbacks and still further contrac- 
tion of the currency. 


That is a terrible arraignment of Re- 


publicans by Republicans. The silver 
Republicans charge that the gold plank 
was forced into the St. Louis platform 
against the wishes of the rank and file 
of the 'party by the powerful money 
and corporate interests at the diction 
or foreign holders of American becuri- 
ties.lt is intended to reduce the volume 
of money, which will ultimately re- 
salt in the retirement of greenbacks 
and increase the distressing conditions 
which now affect the countrj. 
Of 


coarse the men who make such charges 
will not support the Republican ticket. 
but will act with Teller, Cannon, Du- 
bois, Cleveland and tho other consist- 
ent silver men who walked out of the 
St. Louis convention when the party 
declared for gold. 


j Among these are Judge George Turner, 
! who was a prominent,, candidate for 
United States Senator two years ago, 
W. C. Jones, Attorney General of 
Washington and twice elected on the 
Republican ticket, and J. R. McBride, a 
brother of Senator McBride of Oregon. 


The general cry among Republicans 


is that the party baa left them and sold 
out to the gold men. They cannot 
stand on the platform adopted at St. 
Lnais and will not support the nom- 
inees. 


Here in Nevada nearly all the leaders 


of note have left the party, and, of 
course, there is a proportionate defec- 
tion in the lank and file. No man who 
pretends 
to 
have 
the 
interests 


of 
the 
State 
and 
the 
country 


at heart can advocate the election of a 
gold standard candidate. 


THE "BEE" COXTEMPT CASE. 


The Sacramento Bee published a le- 


port of testimony given in open court 
daring the trial of a case in Sacramento. 
Jadge Catlin of the Superior Court de- 
nounced the report from the bench as 
false and without foundation. 
The 


fee, in reply, repnblished its original 
report side by side with the reporter's 
transcript and asserted that its report 
was substantially correct. For this O. 
K. McClatchy, managing editor of tne 
Set, was arrested for contempt of court, 
and fined $500 by Judge Catlin. The 
defendant applied to the Supreme 
Court for a writ of review, and that 
court issued a writ requiring Judge 
Oatlin to furnish the facts in the case 
for the information of the court. This 
will bring the whole matter before the 
Supreme Court, and if, as is claimed by 
the defense, the See pnbliehed a fair re- 
port of the trial, it will place Judge 
Oatlin in an unenviable position. 


That courts should have tne right to 


protect their dignity will not be dis- 
puted, but their power to impose pen- 
alties for real or fancied insult to their 
dignity should be limited. Like ordi- 
nary individuals, courts are liable to 
err. Even the highest judicial tribu- 
nal in the land has reversed its own 
decisions, thereby proving conclusively 
that it is not infallible. The See has 
shown that its report of the Talmadge 
case, in publishing which the alleged 
contempt was committed, was substan- 
tially correct, though Judge GaUin de- 
nonnced it as false and unfounded.

The custom now prevails to a consider 
able extent, but it should not be per- 
mitted to become deep-rooted in Amer- 
ican soil, and to prevent it a bill has 
been introduced in the United States 
Senate, limiting the power of courts iu 
contempt cases.

At Bromberg military acconter- 
ments are excluded from the articles 
which may be pawned The pawnshop 
at Detinold will not receive articles in 
pawn from servants without the consent 
of their masters. At Alton berg and one 
or two other places no one is allowed to 
pawn articles of rnoro th.m 100 marks' 
value without tho consent of the town 
council. 


Al chough private pawnbrokers exist 


alongside the municipal institutions, in 
many towns the latter refuse to do busi- 
ness with the former. Secondhand deal- 
ers and pawnbrokers are especially pro- 
hibited from resorting to the municipal 
pawnshop. 


A salutary regulation against dealing 


with pn wn tickets is ficquently enforced. 
The i. L.J of interest fluctuates a great 
deal in Germany, and is highest for 
small sums loaned for short periods.

other business it found three true bills; 
one for grand larceny, for stealing a 
coif, against a Portugese; another of 
felony, for conducting a shell game, 
against John Doe, who developed on 
his subsequent trial into the more 
euphonious Upana de la Guera; and 
the third and last, an assault to mur- 
der Brakeman Joe Knowles, against 
Jas. Perry, the British tramp, 
The 


charges against Plnmmer and Leonard 
for complicity in the Golconda affray 
were ignored, likewise the

against Plummer and Perry for burg- 
larizing an Italian trackwalker's cabin, 
from which property to the value of 
$100 was abstracted.

The examination of H. H. Beck be- 
ore Judge Linn took up the whole day 
yesterday. 
The morning session and 


p to nearly 3 o'clock was ^consumed 
iy the evidence on the part of the 
srosecution. 
The members of 
tbe 


Joard of Commissioners each testified 
,s to the agreement in the Anderson 
heep case and gave no very direct tes- 
imony why the same had not been 
made a part of their minutes at tho 
meeting of May 20, 1895. They were 
very positive that such an agreement 
lad baen made and seemed utterly as- 
onished r thirteen months afterwards 
hat it had been omitted from the 
record. 
Mr. Bragg testified that he 


was present and heard the alleged 
agreement between the Commissioneis 
,nd Mr. Anderson and that in effect it 
was about as bad been presented in the 
evidence. 
Mr. Beck as defendant was 


iermitted to make a statement in his 
own behalf. 
He told of his long resi- 


dence in the Territory and State of Ne- 
vada and his participation in the or- 
ganization of the Territorial and State 
jovernment, and of the government of 
Washoe county. He named the several 
public positions he had occupied and 
stated that in all these years the pres- 
ent instance was the first time he had 
ever appeared either in a civil or crim- 
inal court as a defendant. 
He admit- 


ted writing the article in question and 
stated that'he had written it without 
malice towards anyone, but simply in 
the interest of good government in 
State and county matters in which he 
lad always taken a lively interest. 
Further than this he had naught to 
say. 


Mr. Beck then called each Commis- 


sioner to the stand and questioned 
him on the identity of the record of 
their prsceedings on May 20,1896, and 
June 15,1896, together with the signa- 
;nre of the Chairman, T. K. Hymers, 
approving tbe same. 
Each admitted 


hat the record aud the signature of Mr. 
Bymers in approval was correct aud 
Mr. Hymers acknowledged that it was 
the law and custom to read the min- 
utes of tbe board and correct or amend 
them and after such approval, he as 
chairman, certified to the same by sign- 
ing them. 


Clerk Portsr was re-cailed and testi- 


fied that he attended the board meet- 
ing in his capacity as Clerk and had 
recorded all proceedings. That he was 
present during the entire meeting and 
ihat there was no agreement at the 
meeting and the only action taken in 
the Anderson matter was substantially 
as lie had recorded it. That he took 
his minutes in memorandum form and 
generally on the same evening or the 
next morning at the latest, transcribed 
them into the record and read tnem to 
the board for correction and approval 
at the next meeting, and upon ap- 
proval they were signed by the Chair- 
man. 
He was asked to produce bis 


original memorandum, which he did, 
and it was compared with the record 
and found to agree. 
Mr. Porter was 


very positive In his testimony and 
could not be shaken in the least. This 
closed the evidence and it was agreed 
by both sides to conclude the exami- 
nation in Mr. Kelley's case and then 
the arguments would follow in both, 
cases. 


The examination will continue in the 


case of Mr. Kelley this morning.
